2. Travelling Allowance of Members of the Board and the Various Committees.

(c) The expenditure on account of T. A. of the members t of the Legislature should be paid by 

the Department direct. The T. A. bills of the members of the Legislature will however, be

(d) The T- A. for attending the meeting of the Board would be allowed to members .from their 
permanent place of residence to the place of meeting. If, however, a member attends a 
meeting from a place other than the place of his permanent residence T. A. would be allowed 
to him either from the place of his residence or from where he attends the meeting which¬ 
ever is less.
